The  Hamburg  auction  for  American  apples  on  Thursday,  November  0, 
1923,  showed  considerable  strength  considering  the  general  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  fruit  offered  for  sale,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin 
Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe. 

Total  stocks  available  amounted  to  53,000  barrels  and  290,000 
boxes.    Many  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  Stay mans  are  arriving  override  and 
vvith  a  small  amount  of  decay,  states  Nr.  Smith.     Supplies  of  Pacific 
Northwest  Jonatnans  are  heavy  and  the  fruit  is  soft,  bruised  and  decayed.
